1 . Applicant is requested to re-submit the Supplemental Information Disclosure 
Statement filed February 26, 2002 since the form PTO-1449 as well as the copy of the 
identified document mentioned in this Statement cannot be located. 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claim 22 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

There is no clear antecedent basis for "the supportive surface shared by the 
vehicle" recited in line 6 of claim 22. It is not clear how the vehicle shares a supportive 
surface. 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 

form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 1, 5-17 and 19-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Tracy et al. 

Tracy et al. disclose a lift device including chair 30, linear guide means 27, 28, 
transporting means 21, 22 and attachment means 10. 
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6. Claims 1 , 5-17 and 19-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Greaves. 

Greaves discloses a lift device including chair 50, linear guide means 97, 98, 
transporting means 18 and attachment means 60. 

7. Claims 19-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Hettegger. 

Hettegger shows a lift device including passenger carrying means 1 , linear guide 
means 2, and attachment means 3. 

8. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1,5-17 and 1 9-24 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
